PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

RE-ENTRY EMPLOYMENT/BID INCENTIVE ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 34 Finance, Article IV, 
Division 9, Sec. 34-349 through Sec. 34-357 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 34-349. Established; purpose. 

There is hereby established the Cook County Re-entry Employment/Bid Incentive Ordinance, 
with the goal of working in conjunction with the Cook County Re-entry Employment Project to help 
adults who are former offenders and residents of the County find employment opportunities as a strategy 
for increasing public safety and reducing recidivism. Whereas, the Cook County Re-entry Employment 
Projects focuses on helping ex-offenders gain employment with the County, the Re-entry 
Employment/Bid Incentive Ordinance focuses on helping ex-offender gain employment in the private 
sector with companies wishing to do business with Cook County. 

Sec. 34-350. Definitions. 

For purposes of this Ordinance only, the following definitions apply: 

Bid Incentive means an amount deducted, for bid evaluation purposes only, from the total bid 
price that is attributable to the labor costs, in order to calculate the bid price to be used to evaluate the bid 
on a competitively bid construction project. 
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Committee means Cook County Re-entry Employment Committee. 

Contract shall mean the agreement, if any, which is approved by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners between the County and a Contractor. 

Contractor shall mean the individual(s) or business entity, if any, with whom or with which the 
County enters into a Contract. 

Earned Credit means the amount of the bid incentive allocated to a contractor upon completion of 
a construction project in which the contractor met or exceeded his or her goals for the utilization of 
Former Offenders in performance of the total labor hours performed under the contract. 

Earned Credit Certificate means a certificate issued by the Purchasing Agent evidencing the 
amount of earned credit a contractor has been awarded. 

Former Offenders means adults who are former offenders and residents of the County. 

Labor hours means the total hours of workers receiving an hourly wage who are directly 
employed at the work site. “Labor hours” shall include hours performed by workers employed by the 
contractor and all subcontractors working at the work site. “Labor hours” shall not include hours worked 
by non-working foremen, superintendents, owners and workers who are not subject to prevailing wage 
requirements. 

Using Department shall mean the Departments or Agencies within Cook County government 
which will receive the Deliverables or Solutions in the Contract entered into between the County and the 
Contractor. 

Sec. 34-351. Re-entry Employment Committee. 

(a) The re-entry employment committee will work with non profits to find suitable fonner 
offenders to be candidates for to work with private companies on county contracts. The re-entry 
employment committee will contain of seven members consisting of: 

(1) a representative of the Cook County Bureau of Human Resources; 

(2) a representative of the Cook County Office of Capital Planning and Policy; 

(3) a representative of the President’s Office of Employment and Training; 

(4) a representative of the Bureau of Finance (if the Committee is finding candidates for a 
collection contract, this representative shall be specifically from the Cook County 
Department of Revenue); 

(5) a representative recommended by the Contract Compliance Committee of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners and appointed by the County Board; 

(6) a representative of a nonprofit organization whose mission is to reintegrate former 
Offenders into society; 
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(7) a representative appointed by the President of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners; 

(b) The County shall work with nonprofit organizations, approved by the Board of 
Commissioners, whose missions are to help formerly incarcerated individuals re-enter their communities 
and reduce recidivism. These nonprofits will work with the President’s Office of Employment and 
Training to create pools of individuals that can take classes, in State certified programs, to learn a trade so 
the Cook County Re-entry Employment Committee can recommend these individuals to companies, 
seeking contracts with a value of $50,000, for these companies to hire to work on the contracted project. 
Contractors will not be required to use former offenders recommended by the Cook County Re-entry 
Employment Committee, but will receive bid incentives if the choose to do so. The trades that former 
offenders can learn include, but are not limited to, all construction trades, collection services and auto 
repair. 

Sec. 34-352. Bid incentive. 

(a) For any contracts advertised for bid after the effective date of this Ordinance having an 
estimated contract value of $50,000 or more, and where not otherwise prohibited by federal, state or local 
law, the Purchasing Agent shall allocate to any qualified bidder the following bid incentive for utilization 
of Former Offenders in performance of the total hours performed under contract. 

Total Labor Hours Performed by Former Offenders Bid Incentive 

5 to 10% Vi % of bid price 

11 to 15% 1% of bid price 

(b) The bid incentive shall be calculated and applied in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 34-353. The bid incentive is used only to calculate an amount to be used in evaluating the bid. 
The bid incentive does not affect the contract price. 

(c) For all contracts advertised after the effective date of this Ordinance, the Purchasing Agent 
shall include the bid incentive provision in all such advertisements. 

(d) Bidders wishing to utilize former offenders in their contract may request that the Re-entry 
Employment Committee provide them a list of candidates from which to choose to include as a part of 
their bid. If the bidder already employs former offenders or wishes to get potential candidates on their 
own, they may do so and include them in their bid with proof that the former offender has completed a 
certified training program in the trade that they will be performing. Any bids that include former 
offenders who were not recommended by the Re-entry Employment Committee, the bid must be reviewed 
and approved by the Committee to be eligible for bid incentives. 

(e) All contractors using former offenders will submit a utilization plan with their bid. 

Sec. 34-353. Earned credits. 

Upon the completion of a contract subject to this section, a contractor may apply to the 
Purchasing Agent for earned credits if the contractor met or exceeded his or her Former Offender 
utilization goals established in the contract. If the Purchasing Agent determines that the contractor has 
successfully met his or her Former Offender utilization goals, the Purchasing Agent shall issue an Earned 
Credit Certificate that evidences the amount of earned credits allocated to the contractor. The contractor 
may apply the earned credits as the bid incentive for any future construction project contract bid of equal 
or greater dollar value. 
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The Earned Credit Certificate is valid for twelve 3 years from the date of issuance and shall not 
be applied towards any future contract bid after the expiration of that period. 

Sec. 34-354. Contractor’s records. 

The contractor shall maintain accurate and detailed books and records necessary to monitor 
compliance with this section and shall submit such reports as required by the Office of Purchasing, the 
Office of Contract Compliance, or the Using Department. 

Full access to the contractor’s and subcontractors’ records shall be granted to the Office of 
Purchasing Agent, the Office of Contract Compliance, or the Using Department, or any duly authorized 
representative thereof. The contractor and subcontractors shall maintain all relevant records for a period 
of at least three (3) years after final acceptance of the work. 

Sec. 34-355. Review of contract performance. 

(a) The Contract Compliance Administrator shall review the contractor's efforts during the 
performance of the contract to achieve its employment of former offender commitments as stated in its 
utilization plan. If the contractor meets or exceeds its stated goals, it shall be presumed to be in 
compliance. Where the Contract Compliance Administrator finds that the contractor has failed to achieve 
its stated goals or otherwise has failed to comply with the requirements of the division, including failure 
to provide any documentation required by the Contract Compliance Administrator, has not satisfactorily 
demonstrated good faith efforts, and/or has deviated without authorization from the compliance related 
portions of the contract as originally approved, the Contract Compliance Administrator shall report 
findings to the Contract Compliance Committee. 

(b) The Contract Compliance Administrator may establish such requirements for periodic 
contractor reporting on the fulfillment of its goals and its utilization of Protected Class Enterprises as the 
Contract Compliance Administrator determines appropriate and necessary for effective enforcement of 
this division. A contractor also shall be required to provide the Contract Compliance Administrator any 
additional requested compliance documentation within 14 days of such request. 

(c) If the Contract Compliance Committee determines that the contractor has failed to comply 
with its contractual commitments or any portion of this division, the Contract Compliance Committee will 
notify the contractor of such noncompliance and may take any of the following actions: 

(1) Instruct the Comptroller to withhold 50 percent of the current progress payment due the 
prime contractor. 

(2) Withhold up to 100 percent of further progress payments until the contractor 
demonstrates that it is in compliance with the requirements of this division. 

(3) Debar the contractor from future bids or offers until the contractor demonstrates that it 
is in compliance with the requirements of this division. 

Sec. 34-356. Rules. 

The Purchasing Agent is authorized to adopt, promulgate and enforce reasonable rules and 
regulations pertaining to the admini,stration and enforcement of this Ordinance. 

Sec. 34-357. Effective date. 

This Ordinance shall take effect sixty (60) days after its passage and approval.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

REQUEST FOR ANALYSIS OF HEALTHCARE ELIGIBILITY 

WHEREAS, Cook County government has begun the process to shore up the current $307 million 
shortfall as part of the FY2008 budget process; and 

WHEREAS, as a result of this administration’s efforts, the budget deficit has been reduced to $239 
million; and 

WHEREAS, a major portion of this deficit is due to a lackluster performance in patient-fee collection by 
the Bureau of Health Services; and 

WHEREAS, Chamberlin Edmonds & Associates, Inc. is currently contracted with the Bureau of Health 
Services to provide Social Security Income (SSI)/Social Security Disability Income Services (SSDI) 
along with Medicaid/Medicare eligibility; and 

WHEREAS, Chamberlin Edmonds & Associates, Inc. has postulated that 70% of the patients on the 
eligibility lists at Stroger Hospital of Cook County qualify for some type of SSDI or SSI benefits with the 
remaining 30% classified as “self-pay”; and 

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Health Services has gone on record to state that 47% of patients are 
considered “self-pay”, which results in a 17% difference; and 

WHEREAS, this sizable discrepancy complicates the crucial task of trying to assess the status of the 
Bureau’s patient base and consequently the potential patient-fee revenue stream; and 

WHEREAS, it is essential to have an accurate assessment of the patient fee outlay for the Bureau of 
Health Services to provide a credible revenue estimate for the upcoming budget; and 

WHEREAS, this estimate may mean the difference between cutting further healthcare services or not. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, does 
hereby request an analysis to be conducted by Chamberlin Edmonds & Associates, Inc. of all applications 
processed from their eligibility lists to determine the number of patients who are processed that qualify 
for SSDI, SSI, Medicaid or Medicare as well as those with private insurance; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this analysis be accomplished within 30 days upon passage of this 
resolution, so that this Honorable Body has a reliable patient-fee revenue estimate for the FY2008 budget.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

THE HOMEOWNER AND BANK PROTECTION ACT 

WHEREAS, the onrushing financial crisis involving home mortgages, debt instruments of all types, and 
the banking system of the United States threatens to set off an economic collapse worse than the Great 
Depression of the 1930s with millions of Americans faced with foreclosure and loss of their homes over 
the coming months; and 

WHEREAS, this financial crisis threatens the integrity of both Federal and State chartered banks, as 
typified by the run on deposits of Countrywide Financial Corporation in California on August 16, which 
could wipe out the life savings of too many American people and drastically undermine the economic 
stability of our states and cities; and 

WHEREAS, under similar circumstances in the 1930s, President Franklin D. Roosevelt successfully 
intervened to protect banks and homeowners, addressing Congress with a "declaration of national policy" 
on April 13, 1933, which stated "that the broad interests of the Nation require that special safeguards 
should be thrown around home ownership as a guarantee of social and economic stability, and that to 
protect homeowners from inequitable enforced liquidation in a time of general distress is a proper concern 
of the Government.” 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners call upon 
Congress to take emergency action to protect homeowners and banks by enacting a Homeowners and 
Banks Protection Act specifically to: 

1. Establish a Federal agency to place Federal and State chartered banks under protection, 
freezing all existing home mortgages for a period of time, adjusting mortgage values to 
fair prices, restructuring existing mortgages at appropriate interest rates and writing off 
speculative debt obligations of mortgage-backed securities, financial derivatives and 
other fonns of financial pyramid schemes that have brought the banking system to the 
point of bankruptcy; and 
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2. Declare a moratorium on all home foreclosures for the duration of the transitional period, 
allowing families to retain their homes. Monthly payments, the equivalent of "rental 
payments", shall be made to designated banks, which can use the funds as collateral for 
nonnal lending practices, thus recapitalizing the banking system. These affordable 
monthly payments will be factored into new mortgages, reflecting the orderly deflating of 
the housing bubble, the establishment of appropriate property valuations and reduced 
fixed mortgage interest rates. No homeowner shall be evicted from his or her property, 
and the Federal and State chartered banks shall be protected so that they can resume their 
traditional functions, serving local communities and facilitating credit for investment in 
productive entities; and 

3. Authorize the state government to assume the administrative responsibilities for 
implementing the program, including the "rental" assessments to designated banks, with 
the Federal government providing the necessary credits and guarantees to assure the 
successful transition. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that suitable copies of this Resolution be delivered to the President of 
the United States Senate, the Speaker of the United States House of Representatives, and to each member 
of the Illinois congressional delegation and that this text be spread upon the official proceedings of this 
Honorable Body.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

ACCURATE POSITION TITLES AND SALARY GRADES REPORT 

WHEREAS, Cook County government is in a challenging budget year and is working on passing a 
balanced fiscal year 2008 budget by finding an appropriate balance between cutting expenses and 
generating additional revenues; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County government is making concentrated efforts to cut expenses by streamlining 
operations through the elimination of duplicity in various government departments through consolidation, 
increasing revenue collection efforts and improving efficiencies; and 
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WHEREAS, it is nearly impossible for the Board of Commissioners to make thoughtful decisions as to 
whether various positions are necessary to the operation and core missions of County departments, when 
many budget titles and salary grades contained in the County budget do not accurately describe the work 
being perfonned by people in those budgeted positions; and 

WHEREAS, arbitrarily cutting positions is neither conducive to providing core services for which this 
government is responsible and upon which our citizens rely, nor to streamlining operations to run 
effectively and efficiently; and 

WHEREAS, there is a long history of not updating position titles in the County budget as those positions 
and the duties of people in those budgeted positions have evolved over the years; and 

WHEREAS, it is the desire of this Honorable Body to receive the most accurate information available to 
make the necessary changes and decisions to ensure this government will be financially viable and 
responsible to the taxpayers it represents and efficiently provide the services for which it is mandated; and 

WHEREAS, having the necessary information to make informed decisions on where to make cuts if 
necessary, is essential to running an effective organization. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does 
hereby request that the Bureau of Human Resources provide the County Board, no later than September 1, 
2008, with a list of all positions in the County, by department, which show position titles and salary 
grades that accurately reflect the work being performed by people in those positions; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Department of Budget and Management 
Services shall incorporate this list of updated budget titles and salary grades into the Cook County Board 
President’s fiscal year 2009 budget recommendation.

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THE VALUATION ESTIMATES FOR COOK COUNTY TAX EXEMPT HOSPITALS REPORT 

Transmitting a Communication, dated November 5, 2007 from

I would appreciate the addition of the report concerning the valuation estimates for Cook County tax 
exempt hospitals to the November 6, 2007 County Board New Items Agenda for purposes of being 
received and filed. 

This report is in response to a request made by the Board of Commissioners of the Assessor’s Office. 
Your consideration of this addition to the agenda is very much appreciated. 

The issue of the tax exempt status for hospitals has been a subject of considerable debate at the national, 
state, and local levels. In 2006, Commissioner Maldonado and other members of the Cook County Board 
requested that my office undertake the task of estimating the aggregate assessed value and the resultant 
potential tax liability of the Cook County hospitals that are currently exempt from taxation. 

This report which I am transmitting to you today is the first step to give an aggregate value of Cook 
County’s exempt hospitals and to share publicly the methodology, practice, and procedures used to 
determine the potential value of these institutions. This report does not attempt to answer the question of 
whether the hospitals should be taxable or not, but instead provides an estimate of what their value would 
be were they deemed to be taxable. 

After more than 13,000 hours of field work documenting millions of square feet of hospital space, this 
report provides an initial estimate of the exempt hospitals’ aggregate sum of property value for tax 
purposes. 

However, I want to be clear in stating that this is an initial aggregate estimate; hospitals are highly unique 
properties and must undergo thorough individual analysis with direct input from the property owners in 
order to establish accurate values for each individual hospital. Also, like other Cook County properties, 
each hospital is afforded the opportunity to utilize the appeal process to refine further their specific 
assessment. 

This has been an extremely polarizing issue. The debate concerning the definition and amount of charity 
care has resulted in a discussion of specifics that has at times lost sight of the real issue at hand: what is 
the most effective, constitutional and appropriate method to incentivize a public-private partnership that 
creates a real and seamless delivery of health care services in Cook County to those most in need. 

I hope that this report will provide an initial framework for all parties to come together to resolve this 
issue and ensure the best possible health care for the taxpayers of Cook County.

On behalf of the City of Markliam, I formally make application for Cook County “No 
Cash Bids” on 91 parcels. It is specifically requested that, if approved by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners, the “no cash bids” be made as “over the counter” 
forfeiture tax purchases. 

This application, being made on behalf of the City of Markham, is somewhat unusual 
because the purpose of the City’s request is NOT to acquire the 91 parcels by tax deed 
proceedings. In fact, the City is currently the record title holder of all 91 parcels and has 
owned the 91 parcels since December 7, 1992. The purpose of the City’s request is to 
extinguish longstanding real estate tax liens on its property which should have been 
exempt from taxation for the years in question. In the event the Board of Commissioners 
is willing to assist the City of Markham in this manner, it will make possible the transfer 
of the 91 parcels to the Natural Land Institute, which intend to preserve the land in its 
natural state as a natural land preserve for future generations. In exchange for the 91 
parcels, the Natural Land Institute will convey to the City a tract of land of similar 
acreage, which will be the site of future economic development in the City.

As previously indicated, the intended use of the 91 parcels is to 
prohibit development in order to preserve the land in its natural state, as a natural 
land preserve for future generations; 

2. Certified Ordinance of the City of Markham formally requesting Cook County 
“No Cash Bids” which includes the PIN and volume number for each of the 91 
parcels and the intended use for the parcels (Exhibit B); 

3. A current letter of opinion issued by the Chicago Title Insurance Company 
establishing the title status on all 91 parcels (Exhibit C); 

4. A Sidwell Tax Map showing the location of all 91 parcels (Exhibit D); and,

Chairman Sims stated that there is a high incidence of lawyers not going to deed, and that this is highly 
problematic. 

Commissioner Murphy inquired what control Cook County has over parcels of land after they are 
released. 

Randy Kemmer, Assistant State’s Attorney, State’s Attorney’s Office stated that Cook County 
relinquishes control after sale, once the transfer is complete. He further stated that under current law the 
property must go to deed within three years; once this period of time has elapsed it is impossible go to 
deed. 


Chairman Sims stated that she is working with the Department of Planning and Development on these 
issues, especially as it concerns municipalities that do not follow through on their responsibilities. 

At the request of Commissioner Peraica, Chairman Sims granted leave for Mr. Rodney C. Slutzky, 
Attorney at Law, Slutzky & Blumenthal, to speak. 

Mr. Slutzky offered the following clarification; Once a deed is acquired by a new owner, the only 
enforcement option available to Cook County would be to create incentives for the owner to fulfill his 
originally stated intent. Mr. Slutzky further stated that he believes there is no need for a statutory change 
as pertains to County monitoring. 

Commissioner Moreno moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Butler. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

ORDINANCE

THE HONORABLE PETER N. SILVESTRI, COUNTY COMMISSIONER 
RAFFLE LICENSURE REQUIREMENT 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 54 Licenses, Permits 
and Miscellaneous Business Regulations, Sec. 54-360 through Sec. 54-371 of the Cook County Code is 
hereby amended as follows: 

ARTICLE IX. RAFFLE LICENSES 

Sec. 54-360. Raffle License Required. 

No person, Finn or corporation shall conduct continuous raffle games in a permanent location or facility 
in unincorporated Cook County without first having obtained a license pursuant to this Ordinance. 

Sec. 54-361. Authority for Issuance. 

The Director of Revenue shall have the authority to issue licenses for raffles subject to the limitations set 
forth herein. 
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Sec. 54-362. Licenses. 

Licenses for raffles shall be issued only to bona fide religious, charitable, labor, fraternal, educational or 
veterans’ organizations or such organizations which collectively operate such raffles in a permanent 
facility that operate without profit to their members except for reimbursement for services rendered or in 
connection with funds expended, and which have been in existence continuously for a period of five years 
immediately before making an application for a license and have had during that entire five year period 
bona fide membership engaged in carrying out their objectives, or to a nonprofit fundraising organization 
that the licensing authority determines is organized for the sole purpose of providing financial assistance 
to an identified individual or group of individuals. A license issued by the County shall authorize the sale 
of raffle chances only within the borders of the County. The Director of Revenue shall act on a license 
application within thirty days from the date of application. Licenses shall not be required of religions 
organizations, or institutions affiliated with religious organizations, or for any raffle conducted for a 
specific period or purpose not exceeding 180 days. 

Sec. 54-363. Application for License. 

Application for a license shall be made in writing to the Director of Revenue no fewer than thirty days 
before the intended sale of raffle chances and on an annual renewal basis, on forms provided by the 
Revenue office. Licenses issued under this Ordinance shall be valid for a specified period not to exceed 
one year and may be suspended or revoked for any violation of this code. 

Each license and application for a license shall contain the following information: 

(a) The name and address of the applicant; and 

(b) The area within the County in which the raffle chances will be sold or issued; and 

(c) The time period during which raffle chances will be sold or issued, unless the license 
applicant is a continuous operation housed in a permanent facility; and 

(d) The dat e , tim e and location(s) of determining or ascertaining the winning chances; and 

(e) A sworn statement attesting to the nonprofit character of the perspective licensee 
organization, signed by its presiding officer or officers and the secretary of that organization or 
organizations ; and 

(f) A copy of the applicant’s articles of incorporation and/or charter; and 

(g) Such other information as the County Board may require. 

Sec. 54-364. License Fees. 

A fee of $10,000.00 shall be required for issuance of a license for any organization conducting raffles on 
a continuous operation in a permanent facility. Such funds shall be designated for a specific budgetary 
appropriation related to veterans’ affairs.

Sec. 54-365. Restrictions on Licenses. 

No raffle license shall be issued to: 

(a) Any person who has been convicted of a felony; and 

(b) Any person who is or has been a professional gambler or gambling promoter; and 

(c) Any person who is not of good moral character; and 

(d) Any firm or corporation in which a person defined in (a), (b), or (c) herein has a proprietary, 
equitable or credit interest, or in which such person is active or employed; and 

(e) Any organization in which a person defined in (a), (b), or (c) herein is an officer, director or 
employee, whether compensated or not; and 

(f) Any organization in which a person defined in (a), (b) or (c) herein is to participate in the 
management or operation of a raffle as defined in this Ordinance. 

Sec. 54-366. Conduct of Raffles. 

The conducting of raffles in the County is subject to the following restrictions: 

(a) The entire net proceeds of any raffle must be exclusively devoted to the lawful purposes of the 
organization permitted to conduct that game, 

(b) No person except a bona fide member of the sponsoring organization or their designated raffles 
manager may participate in the management or operation of the raffle. 

(c) No person may receive any remuneration or profit for participating in the management or operation of 
the raffle except for services rendered pursuant to Section 54-362 . 

(d) The maximum fee which may be charged for each raffle chance sold or issued shall not exceed one 
hundred dollars. All such fees shall be paid in currency^ er-by check , or credit card . 

(e) Raffle chances may be sold or issued only within the area specified on the license, and winning 
chances may be determined only at those locations specified on the license. 

(I) No person under the age of eighteen years may participate in the conducting of raffles or chances. A 
person under the age of eighteen may be within the area where winning chances are being determined 
only when accompanied by his parent or guardian. This subsection shall not apply to concession or 
maintenance operations. 

Sec. 54-367. Manager Bond. 

All operation of and the conduct of raffles shall be under the supervision of a single raffles manager 
designated by the organization. The manager shall give a fidelity bond in the sum of an amount 
detennined by the Director of Revenue in favor of the organization conditioned upon his/lier honesty in 
the performance of his/her duties. Terms of the bond shall provide that notice shall be given in writing to 
the Director of Revenue not less than thirty days prior to its cancellation. The Director of Revenue may 
waive this bond requirement by including a waiver provision in the license, provided that a request for 
such waiver has been made by the licensed organization. 
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Sec. 54-368. Raffle Tickets. 

(a) Each raffle ticket, chance or other raffle token shall state on its face the name and address of the 
licensee, the date or dates of the drawings and the prize or prizes to be awarded; provided, however, that 
this requirement shall not apply to any raffle in which prizes in aggregate value under fifty dollars are 
awarded, or to any raffle in which raffle chances are sold only on the date of the drawing during the event 
at which the drawing is to be conducted or any raffle conducted by an organization which conducts 
continuous raffles in a permanent facility. 

(b) If any raffle for which a license is issued under this Ordinance is permanently cancelled, er if any suc - h 
raffl e is not conducted on the dat e contained in the application for licens e , the licensee shall refund all 
money paid for any raffle chances issued or sold to th e p e r -s ons to whom such raffl e chanc e s w e r e sold or 
i ss u e d the County and designated for a specific budgetary appropriation related to veterans’ affairs within 
forty five days after the date on which such raffle was to be conducted or within forty five days after 
cancellation of the raffle, whichever is sooner. 

Sec. 54-369. Prizes. 

Maximum cash priz e s for raffl es and th e allowabl e maximum r e tail valu e of non ca s h priz e s ar e gov e rn e d 
by s tat e statut e and s uch limitation s s hall b e incorporat e d in this provi s ion. Except organizations which 
operate continuous raffles in a permanent facility, which are otherwise governed by limitations set forth 
by state statute, the maximum cash prize awarded in any raffle shall be one million dollars: the maximum 
retail value of a non-cash prize awarded in any raffle shall be one million dollars. The aggregate value of 
all prizes awarded in any raffle shall not exceed one million dollars. 

Sec. 54-370. Records. 

(a) Each organization licensed to conduct raffles and chances shall keep records of its gross receipts, 
expenses and net proceeds for each single gathering or occasion at which winning chances are 
determined. All deductions from gross receipts for each single gathering or occasion shall be documented 
with receipts or other records indicating the amount, a description of the purchased item or service or 
other reason for the deduction, and the recipient. The distribution of net proceeds shall be itemized as to 
the payee, purpose, amount and date of payment. 

(b) Gross receipts from the operation of raffle programs shall be segregated from other revenues of the 
organization. 

(c) Each organization licensed to conduct raffles for a specific period if less than one year shall report 
promptly after the conclusion of each raffle to the Department of Revenue its gross receipts, expenses and 
net proceeds from raffles, and the distribution of net proceeds itemized as required in this section. Such 
reports shall be filed no later than forty five days after each single gathering or occasion at which winning 
chances are determined. 

(d) Each organization licensed to conduct raffles for a one year period shall submit such reports on a 
quarterly basis and should be submitted no later than forty five days after the end of the reporting period. 

(e) Records required by this section shall be preserved for three years, and organizations shall make 
available their records relating to operation of raffles for public inspection at reasonable times and places. 
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Sec. 54-371. Regulations. 

The Director of Revenue or his/her designated agent, may publish rules and regulations consistent with 
this Ordinance or Illinois Law governing the conduct of raffle licenses hereunder. 

Effective Date. This Ordinance shall take effect upon adoption.

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 6 Alcoholic Liquor, Sec. 
6-1, Sec. 6-38 and Sec. 6-76 are hereby amended as follows: 

Sec, 6-1. Definitions. 

The following words, tenns and phrases, when used in this chapter, shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them in this section, except where the context clearly indicates a different meaning. All words 
and phrases used in this article which are defined in the Liquor Control Act of 1934 (235 ILCS 5/1-1 et 
seq.) shall have the same meaning herein as they have in such Act. 

Beer garden means the privately owned outdoor location adjacent to a premises licensed for retail 
sale of any alcoholic liquor where alcoholic liquor may be sold and/or consumed subject to the provisions 
regarding beer garden licenses. 

Cook County means all territory within the geographical limits of the County, which is not within 
limits of any city, town or village. 
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Convenience store means a retail business with a primary emphasis placed on providing the 
public with a convenient location to quickly purchase from a wide array of consumable products 
Ipredominantlv food or food and gasolinel and services. Convenience stores include the following 
characteristics: Stock of at least 500 SKUs (stock-keeping units) and Product mix includes grocery-type 
items and also includes items from the following groups: beverages, snacks (including confectionervL 
pharmaceutical items and tobacco. 

Sec. 6-38. Illegal for liquor control licensee to sell gasoline. 

It shall be illegal for any place of business licensed by the Liquor Control Commissioner to 
engage in the sale of gasoline. If the business engaged in the sale of gasoline also operates a convenience 
store on the same premises, then that business can sell alcoholic liquor in the convenience store area of 
the business. The business must be licensed by the Liquor Control Commissioner and shall be subject to 
all the rules and regulations of this Act regarding the selling of alcoholic liquor by retailers. 

Sec. 6-76. No liquor license to be issued to place of business selling gasoline. 

No liquor license shall be issued to any person, partnership, co-partnership or corporation for the 
sale or distribution at retail of any alcoholic liquor at any place of business where gasoline is sold or 
dispensed. If the business engaged in the sale of gasoline also operates a convenience store on the same 
premises, then that business can sell alcoholic liquor in the convenience store area of the business. The 
business must be licensed by the Liquor Control Commissioner and shall be subject to all the rules and 
regulations of this Act regarding the selling of alcoholic liquor by retailers.

These monies will be used solely to finance 
equipment, materials, and other necessary expenses incurred in implementing and 
maintaining a geographic information system. 


(2) One dollar will be deposited by the Recorder pursuant to 55 ILCS 5/3-5005.4 (deposit of 
fee income-special funds).

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, Section 6(a) of 
the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which pertain to its government and 
affairs of its citizenry; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has determined that the County Assessor should 
maintain fair and reasonable public access to a database maintained by the County Assessor (the 
“Assessor Database”) and maintain access to the Assessor's website at no charge to the public while 
protecting the website from commercial users who have employed automated or repetitive searches which 
slow and sometimes freeze the Assessor’s website; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has determined that the County Assessor should 
provide to certain organizations a service that will compile data in a bulk fonn and license certain 
software to accomplish such tasks, all without impairing the functionality of the County Assessor’s 
website; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners enacted by ordinance on April 3, 2007 Chapter 
2, Article IV, Section 2-315 which, among other things, asserted copyright protection of the Assessor 
Database and stated that it was the duty of the County Assessor to collect and receive for the County’s 
general fund subscription fees imposed by the ordinance and to enter into agreements in furtherance of the 
ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners desires to clarify the types of entities that are 
entitled to the bulk user subscription fee under Chapter 2, Article IV, Section 2-315; and 
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WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners desires to provide additional options to 
subscribe to the service provided by the County Assessor under Chapter 2, Article IV, Section 2-315. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
2 Administration, Article IV, Section 2-315 is hereby amended as follows: 

Division 7. Assessor 
Sec. 2-315. Cook County Assessor’s Office database fee. 

(a) Definitions. Tlie following terms used in this Ordinance shall have the meaning set forth 

below: 

Authorized Users means (i) in the case of Commercial Users organized as corporations, 
the Commercial User’s employees, (ii) in the case of Commercial Users organized as partnerships, the 
Commercial User’s employees and partners and (iii) in the case of Commercial Users organized as 
limited liability companies, the Commercial User’s employees and members, each of who, in compliance 
with this agreement, la) is covered by the applicable fee paid by the Commercial User and lb) have been 
issued a username and password. 

CCAO Database means an electronic database maintained by the County Assessor’s 
Office containing property identification numbers, address information, property characteristics for all 
parcels in Cook County for the purposes of real estate taxation. 

Commercial User means any individual, firm or organization accessing the CCAO 
Database for a commercial interest rather than a public, not for profit, or educational interest and may 
include a corporation, partnership, limited liability company, law firm or other business; oraanization. that 
wishes to access the Database and/or utilize the Software . 

Limited Access means access to that portion of the Database relatinu to those townships 
specified in an agreement with the County Assessor, which in no event shall exceed 13 townships. 

Repetitive Searches means any program or computer procedure written, developed 
purchased, or implemented for the purpose of downloading or accessing data from the CCAO database, 
including, but not limited to, searching for more than 100 property searches of the CCAO database by a 
Commercial User in a given day. 

(b) Fee Structure. The CCAO Database shall be made available on an annual subscription 
basis for a fee payable in cash, money order, or certified or cashier’s check in one installment. Fees will 
be imposed as follows: 

For a single authorized user - $5.000 annually. The authorized user will be issued a username 
and password, with access to the CCAO search engine without any capability to download data. 
Enhanced customized search features will be included, strictly viewing only. 

Th e CCAO shall a s sign on e For two to five authorized users account - $15,000 annually. Each 
authorized user account will be issued a username and password, with access to eur the CCAO 
search engine without any capability to download data. Enhanced customized search features 
will be included, strictly viewing only. 
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Th e CCAO shall asoign For six to one hundred authorized users a ccount s - $30,000 annually. 
Each authorized user account would will have full unlimited access, be able to download our the 
CCAO database and have access to enhanced customized search features. 

Th e CCAO shall assign mor e than For one hundred to one thousand authorized users accounts - 
$60,000 annually. Each authorized user account would have full unlimited access, be able to 
download our database and have enhanced access to customized search features. 

For greater than one thousand authorized users - $100.000 annually. Each authorized user 
account would have full unlimited access, be able to download our database and have enhanced 
access to customized search features. 


For an unlimited number of authorized users seeking Limited Access to requested townships - 
$3.000 per requested township. Each authorized user account will be issued a username and 
password, with access to the CCAO search engine without any capability to download data. 
Enhanced customized search features will be included, strictly viewing only. 

These fees shall be adjusted annually by the Consumer Price Index as of January 1 of each year 
following the effective date of this Ordinance. 

(c) Agreement Form. To further carryout the intent of the section above, the County 
Assessor’s Office may enter into agreements using a form of agreement similar to that outlined in Exhibit 
A. 


(d) Fee Requirements. It shall be the duty of the County Assessor to collect and receive for 
the County’s general fund the subscription fees imposed by this ordinance. The County Assessor shall 
adopt, promulgate and enforce rules and regulations not inconsistent with this ordinance relating to the 
administration and enforcement of the provisions of this ordinance. Such rules and regulations shall be 
consistent with the provisions of this ordinance designed to promote fairness. The Cook County Auditor 
is hereby authorized to examine the books, papers and records of any such subscription agreement during 
regular business hours. 

(e) Repetitive searches of the website. The Assessor may implement reasonable procedures 
to prevent users of the website from performing repetitive searches or downloading significant quantities 
of data from the publicly available website. However, those procedures shall not prevent the regular use 
of the website by the public or individuals not engaged in repetitive searches which can slow the 
performance of the site. 

(0 Effective Date. This Ordinance shall be effective upon its passage by the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners.

OPPOSING THE INDIANA DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT’S 
ISSUING OF A PERMIT TO RELAX OR OMIT LIMITS ON POLLUTANTS DUMPED INTO A 

LAKE MICHIGAN TRIBUTARY BY U.S. STEEL 

WHEREAS, the Indiana Department of Environmental Management (IDEM) has drafted a permit which 
allows U.S. Steel’s Gary Works to relax or eliminate limits on toxic chemicals and heavy metals 
deposited into the Grand Calumet River, a Lake Michigan tributary; and 

WHEREAS, the draft pennit does not adequately limit the emissions of oil, grease, lead, arsenic, 
benzene, fluoride and nitrates from waste-water pipes at all discharge points; and 
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WHEREAS, the Gary Works is the largest source of water pollution in the Lake Michigan basin and the 
third largest polluter in all of the Great Lakes; and 

WHEREAS, the Gary Works dumped more that 1.7 million pounds of pollution into the river in 2005; 
and 

WHEREAS, the permit draft would allow a minimum of 1 million pounds of pollution to be dumped into 
the river each year; and 

WHEREAS, according to the Clean Water Act, states must renew water permits every five years in an 
effort to eliminate pollution; and 

WHEREAS, the Gary Works’ permit has not been reissued since 1994; and 

WHEREAS, U.S. Steel has been cited multiple times for violating the Clean Water Act; and 

WHEREAS, the Great Lakes Water Quality Agreement of 1978 states that the discharge of any and all 
persistent toxic substances, including mercury, be virtually eliminated; and 

WHEREAS, Lake Michigan serves as a vital resource for millions of Cook County residents as it 
provides drinking water and beach recreation; and 

WHEREAS, the Grand Calumet River is a part of the Calumet Area Land Use Plan which seeks to 
preserve some of the last great wetlands in the State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the Grand Calumet River is bounded by natural areas including Burnham Woods and 
Burnham Prairie; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed Burnham Prairie Expansion is widely considered one of the most important 
unprotected areas in Illinois and increased pollution would significantly damage this natural area. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that we the Cook County Board of Commissioners, 
gathered here this 4-6th day of Octob e r November . 2007, do hereby call on the Indiana Department of 
Environmental Management to revise the drafted permit so as not to relax or eliminate limits on pollutants 
deposited into the Grand Calumet River, a Lake Michigan tributary; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that U.S. Steel tighten limits on toxic chemicals and heavy metals 
deposited into the Grand Calumet River; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the permit revised by IDEM require that the Gary Works tighten 
its pollution standards in the shortest period of time possible, rather than allowing U.S. Steel five years to 
comply with federal water quality standards; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the permit revised by IDEM require significant reductions in free 
cyanide, oil, grease, thermal pollution and storm water runoff containing pollution; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we hereby petition the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) to continue to block proposals by the IDEM which would relax or omit limits on pollutants 
deposited into the Lake Michigan tributary; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we hereby petition the EPA to hold a public hearing on the 
proposed permit; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Illinois Congress continue to urge IDEM to rectify 
inadequacies in the draft permit; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be prepared and presented to the 
Indiana Department of Environmental Management, U.S. Environmental Protection Agency and the 
Illinois congressional delegation.
